A large stdek of dynamit* was found 
in the yards of the Newport foundry 
this afternoon. Supertmendent ffhanley 
discovered the explosive lying close to 
the fence, at the rear of th® brick house 
used as a boarding and sleeping place 
by the atrike breakers. It was partly 
hidden from view by a pile of flasks 
and molding boxca and the fuse extend¬ 
ed through beneath the stockade. It 
was evidently the Intention of the per¬ 
son who had placed the dynamite that 
it should remain hidden until nJgtot. and 
then, under cover of darkness, it could 
be exploded. The dynamite waa evi¬ 
dently placed there in the daytime, 
probably some tlm* esrly this forenoon, 
for at that time the atockAde is left un¬ 
guarded. while at night It is constantly 
watohed by the armed guard* who are 
stationed upon platform# xvlthln the 
inclosure. A* a result of this discovery 
warrants were issued t/.»-day for the ar¬ 
rest of several of the union men who 
ore suspected of being Implicated in 
some of the attacks which have be^n 
made upon the foundry. The first at¬ 
tack was made juat three weeks ago.

Nov. 24.—James Wallace, 
who Is charged with the theft of stock 
certificates valued ad nearly $30,000 
from Edward Breitung, a Marquette, 
Mich., bjmker, by whom he was em¬ 
ployed a8 confidential secretary, has 
been arrested In Liverpool. Nearly $25,- 
000 of the sum alleged to have b^en sto¬ 
len from Breitung was recovered. Ar¬ 
rangements are now being made look¬ 
ing to the extradition of Wallace to 
this country. 

Wallace fled from Marquette on Oc¬ 
tober 30, leaving word with his employ¬ 
er that he was going to nn Institution 
for the cure of inetonety in Illinois. 
When he did not return Mr. Bre.tung 
began an investigation with the result 
that S50 sht.res of Michigan copper min¬ 
ing stock and 200 shares of United 
States Steel preferred st6*.k were found 
to be missing. He at once reported the 
case to the American Bankers* Ass - 
ciiutlon with th* re.?uk that a search 
was begun for Wallace. It was found 
that he took passage frem BoHon on 
the Cunard liner Sax on La for Liverpool 
on November 12 with a woman said to 
•be his wife, under the name of Mr. 
and Mrs. Jam* Wilson. 

It was subsequently learned that 
Wallace had obtained a letter of credit 
In Boston for 4.400 pounds. When the 
steamer reached England a detective 
was at the pier and the man and wom¬ 
an who had gone under the name of 
Wilson w*re followed until the man was 
positively identified as Wallace. The 
4,400 pounds sterling and the money 
which Wallace had in his possession 
were recovered.

Wallace’s former employer at 
Marquette, brought a bill in equity In 
the Superior Court here against the 
Boston bankers, seeking to have them 
enjoined from paying any part of this 
sum to Wallace. 


WEAR'S PANAMA TO GAME 

AND WINS HIS WAGER. 


Hugh Courtney Springs Surprise On 
Football Enthusiasts and On 
. Friend Who Scoffed. 


H'rkman, Ky., Nov. 24—[Special.]— 
Robert Ruck was shot and instantly 
killed this morning by his nephew. 
Mit Shaw, the owner of the Hickman 
Courier. The shooting occurred at the 
home of Shaw and was evidently a 
plain case with him of kill or be killed, 
as Ruck had come to his home with the 
avowed intertftlon of killing him. The 
ftoad man Is said to have killed a man 
twenty years ago In Missouri. 

The tragedy was not unexpected, as 
Buck had for days Jbeer. threatening 
openly that he would kill Shaw. Ruck 
whs In the asylum at one time, but was 
released and till a few' weeks ago it 
was thought his reason had been per¬ 
manently restored. About ten days ago, 
however, he became violent again. and 
Mrs. Buck, for fear he would kill her. 
went to Lhe home of her father in the 
county, her little daughter going to the 
home of Buck's nephew. Mr. Shaw*. 
This angered Buck and for days he had 
been very violent. 

Early this morning Buck telephoned 
Mr. Shaw at his home that he (Buck) 
would b-» over during the rnormng to 
settle all their earthly differences. 
About 9 o’clock he called and tried to 
force his way in. All the doors save 
the one leading Into the kitchen were 
locked, and through this one Buck en¬ 
tered. As soon as he saw Shaw*, de¬ 
spite the pleading of his own child, 
j Buck started to draw his pistol, and 
had It hoif exposed, when Shaw fired 
once, the bullet going all the way 
through Buck’s head, killing him in¬ 
stantly. 

So well were the circumstances 
known that when the Coroner assem¬ 
bled his lury no other witnesses were 
heard but Mr. Shawr himse’.f. The ver¬ 
dict was that Shaw had killed Buck In 
self-defense, and no warrant of arrest 
was Issued. 

Mr. Shaw, who Is but twenty-five 
years of age. stands high in the 
community. Mr. Buck was about forty. 
He will be buried to-morrow.

Ptercevllle. Ind. Nov. 24.—[Special.]— 
Clifford Darling shot v and instantly 
killed his young wife at noon to-day 
Just as she was about to sit down at 
her Thanksgiving dinner. The mur¬ 
dered woman was the daughter of Scott 
Knox, township assessor, and the ex¬ 
citement is running high and threats 
of lynching are openly made. Darling 
and his wife have been separated for 
some time and to-day he went to the 
house of her father, where she ha* been 
staying, and called her to an unoccu- 
pted room. She had hardly entered 
when three shots were fired In rapid 
succession. Mrs. Darling came run¬ 
ning out of the room and with the ex¬ 
clamation. “Cliff Darling has killed 
me,” fell into the arms of one of her 
guests. Darling rushed dow’n the rail¬ 
road tracks, throwing off his coat and 
hat ns he ran and was pursued by a 
large crowd which overtook him three 
miles away. He pretended to be Insane 
and said that he had taken poison, 
but he w*as taken at once to Jail at 
Versailles. He refused to say anything 
about the murder of his wife. 


Nov. 24.—Driven to des¬ 
peration by the plight of his wife, who, 
he had told his fellow passengers, is 
under arrest at Hamburg, charged with 
child murder, Dernetel Boni. a steerage 
passenger, jumped overboard from the 
steamer Graf Waldersee and was 
drowned.

CONFERENCE OF SOUTHERN

Cost of Stax Routes. 

On June 30, 1004, there were In opera¬ 
tion 18,*43 star'routes, having a total 
length of 233,392 miles; on these routes 
nearly 120,000,000*miles were made dur¬ 
ing the year, the rate of cost per rplle 
traveled being 5.73 cents, and the rate 
of cost per mile of length being $29.28. 
The average number of trips made per 
week on these routes W8s nearly five. 
Compared with the preceding year this 
statement shows decreases In the num¬ 
ber of routes of 9 per cent, and In their !

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The Smallpox Warning. 

The State Board of ‘Health has done 
h ell in calling the attention of the peo- 
p\fr of Kentucky to th? need of taking 
measures for the prevention of small- 
j* x. There is no scare, and there Ls no 
epidemic; except In or.e or twt> coun¬ 
ties. But there is a m llady that, while 
disUnciiiy prevonla'bte. As always dan¬ 
gerous when proper protection is not 
provided. 

The facts recited by the board are 
impressive. In about seven years there 
has b?en smallpox in every county, ag- 
givgat ng some 25,000 cases. The mor¬ 
tality has been very low, being estl- 
trrwted at 3p0. or 1.2 per cent, of the 
cores. But ail of these lives might have 
been saved. The money loss, direct and 
Indirect, is put at $2,000,000. This state¬ 
ment is eloquent cf the consequences 
*vilrk:h follow neglect o-f the simplest 
and easiest sanitary precautions. 

The vaiue of vaccination long ago 
passed the stage of experiment. 
Though there are «0.ill anti-vaccina¬ 
tionists, those who have studied the 
subject Impartially entertain no doubt 
cf its utility. Its efficacy is as nearly 
perfect a s any immature of precaution 
can be. Most of the opposition to it 
comes from the ocoasionol use of im¬ 
pure virus and <ttti© trouble thus caused. 
That this is a serious evil need not be 
disputed. The recommend itlotui of the 
State Board of Health with reference 
to securing reliable virus are well 
timed and should be carefully studied 
by all physicians and so upulously ob¬ 
served. If this be done, rno^t of the 
rcluot.ir.ee to obey the law touching 
vaccination will soon disappear. 

Irt is because there is tuo widespread 
alarm w ith reference to smallpox that 
It is necessary to pres* *th1s matter on 
public attention. In the mid** of an 
tp.deinto It is comparatively easy to 
t ure compliance with the law, be¬ 
cause the Imminence of the danger 
pleads powerfully In behalf of U«s ob- 
t«rvance. But when the danger seems 
remote, vlglltance Is relaxed, and con- 
stdiuiUonal negligence Invites renewed 
abtucks from this loathsome mal- 
flfiy. Nothing is needed but 
a strict coimpdlance with the law to 
si amp it out entirely, and its existence 
13 a reproach to any people among 
whom it prevails. 


nothing of gratitude for favors be¬ 
stowed, demanded this of Cuba, and 
the protection of the Southern part cf 
the United States could be secured In 
no other way. Our Government, there¬ 
fore, Is well within its rights in Insist¬ 
ing that the sanitation of the island 
shall be so effective as to prevent a 
recurrence of the old trouble In our 
Southern States. 

It has been reported that yellow fever 
has appeared at several places in Cuba. 
This is denied by the Cuban authorities, 
but there seems to be no dienlul of 
the assertion that sanitary conditions 
in Santiago and other places are bad, 
and this points unmistakably to danger, 
whether the reports of the actua3 oc¬ 
currence of yellow* fever prove true or 
false. I: Is necessary to discriminate 
with reference to such reports between 
cases which originate In Cuba and those 
that are brought In from other coun¬ 
tries. Former reports have denied the 
existence of any cases that originated 
in Cftba. while admitting the occasional 
Importation of cases from abroad, from 
which no epidemic resulted. The recent 
oases may possibly have been brought 
In from abroad, but even In that event 
they can only be prevented f;om 
spreading the Infection by rigid sani¬ 
tary precautions. It Is to the Interest 
of Cuba that these precautions be dili¬ 
gently observed, and it is equally neces¬ 
sary for the protection of the United 
States. The circumstance that the dan¬ 
ger to us is not Immediate, owing to 
the approach' of winter, is no reason 
why there should be any relaxation of 
vigilance. The time to elapse before 
another summer is not too lon^ for 
taking the necessary steps to put Cuba 
in proper condition to prevent infec¬ 
tion. 


Admonishing Cuba. 

The Cuban Government Is again re¬ 
minded of the conditions of the Platt 
lunendment by the represen ttulone re¬ 
ported as to the sanitary situation of 
Santiago and some other places In the 
4g!a*nd.

“By Its Friends.*' 

“Mnnlfef.tlvV proclaims the Chicago 
Tribune, "it Is revision of the tariff. 
The people will not be content with 
a stand-pat policy.” The present 
tariff. It confesses. "i« iniquitous and 
an abomination. It has undue pro¬ 
tection and favoritism for certain 
classes, at the expense of consumers, 
who are composed of ail classes/’ 

Whereupon this journal, which al¬ 
ways opposes a high tariff except dur¬ 
ing a national campaign and supports 
a high tarifT ticket then, proceeds to 
discuss the different methods by which 
tariff revision can be approached. Af¬ 
ter considering and rejecting others, 
it concludes: 

•'The best method would be to have a 
committee composed of a reasonable num¬ 
ber of qualified member* of both houses 
appointed by their presiding officers to 
consider the matter and repdrl at the 
proper time. There will be no great ad¬ 
vantage In a special session, as the sub¬ 
ject would have to be referred to a com¬ 
mittee after this session hnd begun, ard 
that committee could not prepare a re¬ 
port hurriedly.! 

**Thc siveclal Icommlttee cannot be ap¬ 
pointed In advance of the organisation of 
the two houses. New meml**rs should 
not be excluded from consideration bjt 
the Speaker or the caucus in making op- 
pointmonts on such a committee, but new 
members who have not t been formally 
sworn in cannot be appointed prior to the 
meeting of the two houses.” 

There Is still another method, how¬ 
ever, which the Tribune does not take 
into account. That Is for the various 
powerful interests which receive the 
benefits ofi protection to prescribe the 
schedules which they wish, and for a 
Republican Congress to pass a tariff 
bill accordingly. 

That Is the method which has here¬ 
tofore been adopted when Che tariff 
has been “revised by Us friends.” 

No Crime To Be a Woman. 

The Protest Committee of the Nation¬ 
al Woman Suffrage Association is send¬ 
ing circulars to the press of the United 
States. We like the idea of creating a 
"Protest Committee.” All organiza¬ 
tions of importance might find work for 
a Protest Committee. Each house of 
Congress might have one, and If the 
members did their duty it would be the 
hardest worked of all the committees. 

The envelope covering the protest 
bears the legend: "Is it a crime to be 
a woman T* Though somewhat startled 
by this unexpected question, so far from 
being a crime, we shoutd say that It 
Is highly meritorious If It be done wit¬ 
tingly Vnd willingly. When done un¬ 
willingly It, of course, lacks an esaen- 


does not imply that all the classes are 
of simitar character. The Courier- 
Journal strongly disapproves the para¬ 
graph as quoted, but Its objections 
would not be removed by striking out 
the word "sex.” The whole of it ought 
to go, for reasons not entirely pertinent 
to this discussion. 

An attentive reading of the objec¬ 
tionable paragraph will show that 
women are not specially named in 
it. Its legal effect is to permit the 
State to restrict the right of suffrage 
for certain causes. Including sex. But 
it does not say which sex shall be de¬ 
nied suffrage, it either. Under its pro¬ 
vision it would be Just as lawful to 
deny suffrage to men as to women. 
Practical^'. of course, it may be ad¬ 
mitted that there would be no possi¬ 
bility of conferring suffrage on women 
alone. But the difficulty does not lie 
in the law. In that there is no more 
an association of women with crimin¬ 
als than there is of men. It is bird 
legislation, not because it associates 
other classes with criminals, but be¬ 
cause it proposes to create States that 
will not have that control over suf¬ 
frage which the Federal Constitution 
contemplates that they shall exercise. 
It proposes to make new States that 
will not be the peers of the older States, 
but Inferior in the powers which they 
may exercise. For that reason, the 
whole p;iragraph should go, Instead of 
one word of it. 

So far as woman suffrage is con¬ 
cerned. the Courier-Journal has often 
said that when the women demand it 
with anything like unanimity they are 
practically certain to get It. Whether 
It would be a good thing for them 
and the country, the voters of no 
State would long hold out in refusing 
suffrage to the women if they were 
united In asking for It. At present 
there is tio effectual demand for It In 
most of the States. In a few it has 
been grunted. But the denial of it 
no more involves the assertion that a 
woman is a criminal than that she Is a 
minor, and many of them are said to be 
willing to be considered under twenty- 
one years of age.

Following his long-established holiday 
custom. E. du Laurens, the oldest com¬ 
mercial man who comes to Louisville, or 
to any other city, for that matter, sat In 
his room at Seelbuch's yesterday and en¬ 
tertained his friends who dropped In from 
time to time. 

"I ivtver work on Sunday or holidays.” 
he explained. "I Jus-t sit in my room and 
my friends come 4n.

Handi¬ 
capped by his Inability to sppak the Eng¬ 
lish language, he had trouble iu securing 
suitable employment, but finally entered 
a house which manufactured printing Ink. 
Hs Is with the same house to-day, and for 
forty years has represented this satw con¬ 
cern upon tho road.

N. J..” be said, "for they 
think this life !s tco hard for n man of 
my years. I'm eighty years old," he raid 
suddenly: in a bur*: o< confidence, then 
straightening up in h»s chair. ”but I’m In 
good health, only for a little touch of 
rheumatism. They have tried to play lit¬ 
tle tricks an me to force me to stay In 
Newark, but I have said no. They elected 
me a director of the company aj*d thought 
that thia would tie me down. But you 
see. I am here. I don't know what they 
will do next.

"Relatives.” he repeated, absently, and 
then, “yes. hundreds of them. My friends 
are my reVatives. I have them all over the 
United States. That's the reason I can't 
clop traveling. I shouud ir'*s them so. 
If I couldn't see my friends 1 should not 
know what to do. 

‘There have been many changes in my 
time. Why, when I first came to Wash¬ 
ington they had Just brought Jeff Davis 
to that city for military trial. That's a 
iong time ago. And I sympathized with 
him. for I am a lover of liberty. 

"My relatives—my friends, yon under¬ 
stand—have also changed since I have 
been colling upon them. 1 am now doing 
business with the third generation. They 
have come and gone, and I, of all the test, 
remain. 

"Experiences? Yes. a great many. This 
rheumatism that troubles mo now is but 
trifling when 1 think how' nearly 1 came 
to losing my life when I contracted It. 
That was four years ago in n railroad 
wreck between Burlington. Ia.. and St. 
Paul. When I hoarded the train the con¬ 
ductor tokl me that ho had three berths. 
Two were next to the passenger coaches 
And one at the rear of the train. He ad¬ 
vised mo to take the one In the rear, as 
1 would be less likely to be disturbed. 1 
accepted his advice, and two wealthy 
lumbermen took the forward berths, in 
the wreck they were killed, also the con¬ 
ductor who placed me In a place of'eatety.

When Channlng Pollock aat down to 
make a play from Frank Norris’ novel, 
"The Pit,” he arranged the story Into four 
acts somewhat in this wise: 

For the setting of Act L he chose the 
lobby of tho Auditorium Theater, Chi¬ 
cago, and, while the music from an ope¬ 
ratic performance surged through tho 
mvhod corridor* and gaily-dressed men 
and women pressed about, he had* Curtis 
Jadwln and Laura Dearborn begin their 
love affair, with the shadow of 8heldon 
Corthell failing ominously across it. 

For tho oetting of Act II. too hit upon 
the law'n of the CTesaler home. This was 
tw'o month® Inter. Here he introduced 
the rehearsal of an amateur cast for 
"Romeo and Juliet,” brought nbotit the 
engagement of Jadwiaand Laura. Indicat¬ 
ed Jadwin’s love of speculation and 
crowned the scene in gloomy tragedy. For 
it ended with tho suicide of Mr. Cressler, 
who ehot himself indoor* while the young 
people frolicked out-of-doora because 
ejaculation had made a bankrupt of him. 
Thus early was a moral driven home. 

Twenty-two months passed, and then 
occurred the Incident* of Act III. Mr®. 
Curtis Jadwln was presented a* a neg¬ 
lected wife, languishing in her handsome 
heme, because her husband was too ab¬ 
sorbed in gambling in wheat to give her 
the love and attention her-heart craved. 
The shadow’ of Corthell became a sub¬ 
stance.. Poet, artist, musician, sympa¬ 
thetic souk he entered, played to her. 
upon the pipe organ, the eloquent strains 
of Elsa’s Dream, from tho pen of the 
Master Musician, and came perilously 
near winning her yearning heart away 
from the neglectful one. Then was shown 
Jadwln. nervous from the strain of busi¬ 
ness, but planning another coup in tho 
grain pit of the Chicago Board of Trade, 
He would "corner” all the world'® wheat, 
drive his enemies to cover, make them 
feel his power, and then—quit. 

For the last act tho playwright chose 
three soems—Jadwln*s office, whore the 
speculating husband was seen on the 
brink of ruin as a result of fcftft inability 
to control the wheat situation; the pH 
itself, where Jadwln fought and. strug¬ 
gled with a Jeering, heartCess, gloating 
Trtob of frenzied trader*, and then, last 
of aH. Jadiwln’s home one© more, whore 
tho hustiwnd, defeated and ponnilese, ©nme 
just in time to save hi® desperate wife 
from flying with CnrtheU. For the final 
picture the playwright chose to present 
Jadwln and Laura nestling in each other's 
arm*, happy in poverty and peaceful In 
Isolation. 

That ts the way Mr. Pollock shaped the 
play, and that is th© play seen at Mn- 
cauiley’s Theater yesterday. 

Frank Norrla wrote his novel a® th© 
second part of a great literary project in 
which h© was to undertake to give to the 
world the "Epic of the Wheat." In "The 
Octopus" he told the story of the wheat- 
fields. In "Th* FH” he told the story of 1 
tho wheat markets. In both he mingled 
tragedies of hearts, wrecks of lives, col¬ 
lapses of aspirations. With Zolaesque 
force he pictured In bu<ack and w-blte the 
death-dcaJing power of this life-giving 
product of earth. To adapt 'The Pit" 
to the Plage w*os no simple task, for its 
scop* was big. The play so shaped and 
presented yesterday proved to be inter¬ 
esting and Impressive, with a moral not to 
be overlooked nor despised. The action of 
the play stretches over such a long period 
of month®, even years, and each Intermis¬ 
sion represent® so great a lapse of time, 
that tho spectator feel® he 1® having fleet¬ 
ing glimpses of scattered incidents In¬ 
st tad of being drawn along on a mighty, 
sweeping current of action. Nor has the 
playwright In the early acts made the 
clash of Interest® so definite a® to play 
groAtly upon the auditor's suspense and 
make him feel that fate Is to take a for¬ 
midable part in the lives of this man and 
this woman. But the theme of it all, as 
old as marriage itself, enlists your sym¬ 
pathy and you follow the thin story coo* 
cemediy, all tho while knowing just how 
it'® going to turn out. AU plays and nov¬ 
el® on the subject of th© neglected wife 
md that way.

TWO HUNDRED BOYS FIGHT. 


PEERCE CONFLICT BETWEEN 
CROWDS OF ROOTERS. 


BOTH CLAIM THE VICTORY. 


The partisan tumult raised In the 
breast of every student of the Mole 
High School and the Manual Training 
School by the football game yesterday 
found vent In a fierce rough-and-tumble 
battle when two crowds ^f rooters from 
the rival schools met aq Third avenue 
end Breckinridge street after the game. 
The prize of battle was the big purple 
and old gold* banner, borne aloft In tri¬ 
umph by the cheering crowd of High 
School boys. The wearers of the red 
sought to capture <the flag and destroy 
It, while their rivals defended it at the 
cost of many black eyes and bruised 
bodies. v 

Fully 200 boys were engaged In the 
fight, and for fifteen minutes the strug¬ 
gle waged back and forth more fiercely 
than any scrimmage on the football 
field, and not until a large squad of 
police, hastily summoned from the Ath¬ 
letic Park at Brook and Breckinridge 
streets, arrived were the combatants 
separated and sent their several ways. 
Both sides claimed the victory. The 
High School boys swear stoutly that 
the enemy wae repulsed and that the 
ringleader, a former captain of the 
Manual team, was taken from the field 
of battle with a bloody nose and two 
black eyee. The Manual boys* on the 
other hand, maintain that the boys who 
carried the banner were thrust aside, 
and that the flag, so jealously guarded, 
was left In fragments on the streets. 

No one was seriously injured, though 
several hoys who had expected to join 
their fellows at the theater last night 
were so badly used up that they were 
compelled to remain at home. Fists, 
canes and sharp-pointed sticks to wdile-h 
purple and red pennants were attached 
were the weapons used, and It was with 
a right good will that the opposing 
bands clashed.

Boys’ Bandy Taunts.

The fight occurred shortly after the 
close of the game. The band of High 
flehool rooters jubilantly assembled at 
the exit and forming in a big squad 
•with the school banner In the center 
started on a march down Breckinridge 
street toward Fourth, intending to pa¬ 
rade through all the principal business 
streets In order that the world might 
know as soon as possible of High 
School's victory. The school yells Into 
•which phrases including the glad tid¬ 
ing of "11 to 0" were added were 
irtrouted time and again and the fright 
of a crimson ribbon was the signal for 
a volley of Jeers and a scattering fire 
of school repartee. 

At Third avenue the High School boys 
met a large body of Manual students, 
who though defeated, gave their yells 
In defiant tones and endeavored to dis¬ 
guise how keenfly they felt the defeat. 

"There go the blacksmiths,’* shouted 
a High School boy, "Let them go back 
to making horseshoes." 

"I wonder If they can make 11 to 0 
In scroll work?" asked another. 

"flay, how does it feel to get beat, 
anyhow?" queried ft third. 

"You were talking about 40 to 0 yes¬ 
terday, weren't you?" rejoined a Man¬ 
ual >boy. 

"That old rag you are carrying vrem 
trailing in the dirnt last year.” cam\ 
from Manual's second citizen. 

"Look at the sign that's painted on 
the sidewalk in front of your school," 
came from another red follower, re¬ 
ferring to the 6 to 0 score painted by 
the Manual boys after they had de¬ 
feated the High School by that score.

Rush For the Flag. 


Taunts passed back and forth with 
Ughtnlng rapidity, until suddenly the 
Manual boya made a rush for the High 
School flag. The purple caps rallied 
around their standard and In a moment 
the 200 boys were a seething maqs, each 
boy striking wildly right and left at 
every flash of the opposing school's 
color. 

Over the streets and Into the yards 
they fought. A boy would go down, 
and it w'ould look as If he would be 
trampled to death, but in a moment he 
was up again and fighting away for 
dear life. No time was taken while 
the physicians rushed out to bandage 
wounds, but with desperation born of 
school pride each boy fought on. Time 
and again the red boys would force 
their way almost to the coveted flag 
only to be sent back again by an equal¬ 
ly determined counter attack. 

Men returning from the game shouted 
and attempted to atop the fight, but 
their words fell on deaf ears, and to 
have gone into the crowd would hav* 
meant to get the blow's from bath side? 
Re-enforcements began to arrive from 
both schools and the turmoil increased 
Girls who had cheered as they watched 
the struggling mass of football players 
ecreamed when they looked at the 
struggling crowd of students.

Police Arrive. 


That some one would have been se¬ 
riously hurt is certain had not a detttil 
of policemen arrived and the opponents 
parted. It was hard work for the pa¬ 
trolmen for a few moments, but they 
finally restored order and sent the two 
bodies on through different streets. 

The gallery at Macauley's Theater 
was filled with tbe boys from both 
schools last night and school yells and 
eongs were given throughout the even¬ 
ing. The word was parsed around that 
a second rush for a High School flag 
was to come after the play, but, though 
the students of the two schools Indulged 
in jostling each other on the s.dmvalk 
no blows were struck and the policemen 
succeeded in preventing a recurrence 
the Third-avenue conflict.

INAL LAW 


REACHES JEFFERSONVILLE. 


Mm. Charles Lieber. 1H West Mar- 
kt street. New* Albany, received a 
telephone .message yesterday morning 
announcing that Iher imother, Mrs. 
Catherine Woertz. ’had died a few 
hours before at her (home in Harrison 
county, near Lanesvllle, and asking 
her to attend; the funeral, which Is to 
take place this afternoon from rhe Ger¬ 
man Lutheran church in LamecrviUe. 

For tihe lust ten day* Mrs. Libber, 
her husibamd and children have been in 
quarantine at their home, tmo of the 
children and J. T. Wilson, being 111 of 
small/pox. The house was closely 
guarded and it was 1mpo«Fih!e for any 
one to leave. Retourse was had to Dr. 
Char les McIntyre, secretary of the 
New Albany Board of He itlitih, who has 
charge of such eases. After examina¬ 
tion. Dr. McIntyre consented than Mr?. 
Lieber should leave the house to attend 
the funeral of her mother, provided she 
was dressed in clothing that had not 
'been worn while rhe was caring for the 
Rick and which htul been thonnighly 
dtslnfeoted. These provLtons have 
been compiled with and Mrs. Lieber 
wail leave This morning for Lanesvill*. 

MORE SEVERE PENALTIES 

Provided Under Proposed New Crim¬ 
inal Law. 

Oapt. M. E, Clegg, of Jeffersonville, 
has received a copy of the projx>*cd 
changes frn the Indiana criminal laws 
as adopted by the Police Association of 
Indiana, an auxiliary to the Municiipal 
League of Indiana. Some of the 
changes are radical, and if adopted 
would cause professionals to steer clear 
of the State. 

The association asks that the crime 
of burglary be made punishable by hn- 
prison;men.t for any period’ not longer 
than twenty years nor lees than ten. 
the present punishment being from two 
to fourteen. The punishment for va¬ 
grancy or street begging, it is recom¬ 
mended, should be a fine of from $5 
to $50. It is asked that wife or child 
desertion be male a felony, punishable 
at Impodeoniment from two to fourteen 
years. Harboring r female under 
twenty-one years old for an immoral 
purpose, it to iatao requested. 5houhi b * 
made a felony punishable by impris¬ 
onment for from two to fourteen years. 

It is a*siked that the latw regarding 
hous*ebrvak;lng in the daytime to steal, 
which Is now punlrba'ble by a J.Vil sen¬ 
tence of not more than* six months nor 
less than ton days and a fine not ex¬ 
ceeding $200. be repealed, to be covered 
by other statutes more severe. Rob¬ 
bery, which is now punched by impris¬ 
onment of from two to fourteen years, 
it is recommended be changed to from 
five to twemy yeans. It 4* also recom¬ 
mended that a Iniw be i*a«sscd to pay the 
expenses of running down a person 
charged with felony, whether he be In 
tihe 'State of Indiana or without, it often 
being the esse that CTfanrimls guilty of 
serious offenses escape because there 
1s no money at hand >to foirow them up.

The Ithaca boys were powerless on the 
offense until near the close of the game, 
when Pennsylvania had in an almost en¬ 
tire new teem and on the defense they 
were equally weak. Not a first down was 
earned by the visitors* half, and only once 
during the period did Cornell hold for 
downs. Pennsylvania was penalized thir¬ 
ty-five yards in the first half and was set 
back forty yards in the closing period of 
the gunu\ 

Fumble after fumble occurred in the 
Cornell b&ckfield, and on nearly every 
offense she would lose the ball. The fum¬ 
bling. to a certain extent, was due to the 
miserable passing of Wilder. Time and 
again the bail was either dribbled along 
the ground to the kicker or else passed 
over his head. One yass went from mid¬ 
field to Cornell’s eighteen-yard line and 
resulted a moment jater in a touchdown 
for the Pennsylvania team.

To Revise the By-laws of 
Their Association. 


CALL ISSUED FOR MEETING 


*50 BE HELD IN DENVER JANU¬ 
ARY 10 TO 14. 


OBJECTS OF THE REVISION. 


Denver, Col.. Nov. 24.—The call for 
the annual meeting: of the National 
Live Stock Association In Denver Janu¬ 
ary 10 to 14. 1205, has been Issued. The 
call states that the principal business of 
the convention will be the consideration 
of a resolution which will be proposed 
by the Executive Committee for the ap¬ 
point menu of a committee to revise the 
constitution and by-laws of the associa¬ 
tion. 

On this point the call says: 

"In the opinion of a large number of 
the members of this association, a con¬ 
dition exists which makes it necessary 
to consider a revision of the constitution 
and by-laws of this organization so as 
to provide for a more liberal represen¬ 
tation of the various branches of the 
live stuck Industry upon a business 
basis that will permit of active co-op¬ 
eration. without unnecessary Interfer¬ 
ence with the affairs of any interest. 

"By order of the board of control, 
therefore, the representatives of all in¬ 
terests involved in the breeding, gr ow¬ 
ing. feeding, transportation and mar¬ 
keting of live stock are Invited to at¬ 
tend this convention and participate In* 
a general conference, looking towards 
such revision ami amendments to the 
constitution arul by-laws o*f this asso¬ 
ciation as will produce a more active 
and harmonious co-op-ration between 
the various branches of the live stock 
Industry/’ 

The resolution to be offered by the 
Executive Committee will read as fol 
lows: 

Resolved. That for the purpose of 
considering a revision of the constitu¬ 
tion and by-kiiw’s. a eommiittee be 
appointed, consisting of three represen¬ 
tatives from each of the following In¬ 
dustries: Cattle growers, sheep grow¬ 
ers, •took feeders, swine growers, rail¬ 
roads, packing houses, stock yards, 
commission men and pure-bred record 
association*. Said representative® may 
be suggested by those in the convention 
representing the various interests 
named, or they may be named by the 
president.

Many of the poor children of Ia>uIs- 
ville's public schools and other? not en¬ 
dowed with a great share of this world's 
goods had real causo- to give thanks 
yesterday because of the liberal dona¬ 
tion? of food, money and clothing made 
by the sons find daughters of the more 
fortunate clhzens of Louisville. The 
custom of allowing the school children 
to bring to their respective echools on 
ihe day before Thanksgiving something 
to bring happiness to other? is an old 
and honored one. and the offerings of 
Wednesday were- the largest in the his¬ 
tory of the schools. Not only did the 
children of wealthy or weti-to-do par¬ 
ents bring old clothing, mouey or dell- 
''acles. but even tho>-<r who have but 
little divided that which they have with 
those less fortunate. 

About $2?»0 In cash was collected, while 
wagon loads of provisions and old cloth¬ 
ing were taken to ea*h school. The 
greater part of the contribution? were 
distributed among the poor children of 
the school?. while the surplus was di¬ 
vided among the charitable insttrutlona 
of the city. Some of the school? in the 
central part of the city were able to 
supply all the poor cnildren of their 
own school and to send many articles 
of clothing ami food to schools In less 
favored localities. 

The high school? did particularly well 
in the mitter of collecting contribution*. 
At the Girls' High School $30.17 In cash 
wa? turned over to the principal. Prof. 
W. H. Bartholomew, and sixty-four 
package? of food and clothing. By a 
vo{e of the girl? It was decided to dis¬ 
tribute all among the children of the 
public schools ami several wagon load* 
were dispatched to outlying districts of 
the city. The cash In all of the school? 
was particularly welcome, and it was 
mainly used to buy rhoes fir>r children 
who otherwise would be unable to at¬ 
tend school in bad weather.

At the Male High School and the 
Manual Training School football was 
for a time forgotten ana the two school* 
together turned in over $fi 0 In money 
and several wagon load? of provision* 
and old clothes.

Prof W. J. McComathy. the head of 
the Normal School, used the contribu¬ 
tion* of hi? scholar? for the poor in the 
immediate neighborhood. In addition 
to large oontrlbutlons in kind. $7 wfi* 
contributed. Prof. J. T. Gaines, prin¬ 
cipal of Commercial Department, cent 
the donation? of hi? pupils, of which $6 
wn« In cash, to the Rev. Steve Hol¬ 
combe to be used in bis mission work. 
B. F. Roberts, principal of the Madison 
Street School, formed parties of teach¬ 
ers and children in his own school and 
went through the ward distributing it 
among the poor. 

The Kentucky Stre?t School, of which 
Dr. M. C. Williams is principal, was 
one of the foremost in the mailer of 
contributions, and after the poor 
children of that school were provided 
for. the remainder wa« sent to the 
schools on the Point. Th** Monsarrat 
school, of which MIsp Ida Rudolf is 
principal, likewise did well and the ma¬ 
jority of the contributions were ueed 
for the benefit of the children of the 
schools and immediate neighborhood.
